Legal arguments in the damage 


suit in which A. H. Hanneken, lo- 
cal attorney, seeks compensation 
for injuries suffered when he fell 
through* an open sidewalk base- 
ment entrance last July ended yes- 
terday when Judge George C. 
Dixon, presiding in Circuit court 
here, took the case under advise- 
ment after ordering the plaintiff 
to submit an amended complaint. 


Judge Dixon ruled that, under 


the city ordinances, the descrip- 
tion of the location, as given in 
the complaint, is illegal, wrong 
and contrary to the provisions of 
the ordinances. 


Correct the Location 


The complaint filed by Hanne- 


ken, through his attorneys, Dixon, 
Devine, Bracken 
& 
DLxo'n, 
de- 


scribed the site of the accident as 
near the intersection of West First 
street and South Galena avenue. 
Citing city ordinances, Judge Dix- 
on ruled it was improper to use 
the prefixes West and South, since 
the ordinances provide that only 
the prefix North shall be used for 
those avenues north of the river 
and the prefix East for those 
streets east of Galena avenue. As 
a result, the plaintiff will amend 
the complaint to describe the loca- 
tion as near Galena avenue and 
First street, in conformance with 
the ordinances. 


Charge Insufficient Cause 


/ Attorneys for the defendants in 
the case had previously filed mo- 
tions to strike Hanneken'% com- 
plaint on the grounds that the 
claim did not show sufficient cause 
for legal action, 


Hanneken's complaint, naming 


as defendants the city of Dixon, 
Joseph and Jennie Eichler and 
Corrine Miller, owners of the build- 
ing into the basement of which he 
fell, and Felchner Spotts, who was 
alleged to have opened the side- 
walk entrance to remove ashes 
from the building, charging neg- 
ligence in guarding the safety of 
pedestrians on the sidewalks here. 
The complaint sets forth that 
Hanneken suffered broken bones 
in his feet, legs and hips as a re- 
sult of the fall, listed -52,000 hospi- 
talization and 515,000 doctor, nurs- 
ing and medical fees which alleg- 
edly resulted from the fall. 


Attorneys for the defendants, 


each seeking to evade liability for 
the incident, argued the question 
of which defendants were liable for 
the situation existing at the time, 
and whether it was solely the 
city's, the property owners' or 
Spotts' responsibility. 


Representing the city of Dixon 


was Gerald Jones, while H. C. 
Warner and the Chicago firm of 
Vogel and Bunge represented Jo- 
seph and Jennie Eichler and Cor- 
rine Miller, the property owners 
Spotts was represented by Edwin 
W. Merrick. 


The accident occurred July 10. 


1945, 
in front of the Eichler build- 


ing near the southwest corner of 
First street and Galena avenue.

ceiling regulation!. 


Science Doubts Atom 


Could Explode Pacific 


St Louis, March 28—(AP)—The 


.question of whether the Pacific 
Ocean, or a large portion of it, 
might explode if an atomic bomb is 
set off in the Bikini atoll area this 
summer in navy tests was dis- 
cussed privately today by scien- 
tists attending the meeting of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. 


The conclusion was that the 


chain reaction of water exploding 
might start, but that it will not 
continue, and probably will not 
even add visibly to the violence of 
the underwater bomb explosion. 
The discussions were based on 
Washington reports that a second 
atomic explosion might be under 
the water instead of on the sur- 
face as originally planned 


There have been published re- 


ports that an explosion under wa- 
ter would change the water into 
hydrogen and oxygen, and that it 
would start a chain reaction in 
which the explosion would-spread 
in the water itself. 


Canadians Jail Rose 


to Await Spy Hearing 


Montreal, March 28.—(AP)— 


Fred Rose, a Communist and a 
member of parliament, was com- 
mitted for trial today on charges 
of imparting official secrets to So- 
viet Russia, and was ordered to 
prison. His 510,000 bail was can- 
celled. 


The parliament member was or-

No Plan for Palestine 


The British government seems 


to have rejected the plan Ameri- 
can engineers suggested for set- 
tling the long-unsolved Palestin- 
ian dispute by the development of 
irrigation and water power. The 
British attitude is reported to be 
that the required money could be 
spent better elsewhere, and that 
the Arab-Jewish quarrel creates a 
bad atmosphere for the proposal. 


This seems a rather lame dis- 


missal of a plausible suggestion. 
There are. of course, reasons for 
the violent disagreements in Pal- 
estine other than the ability of 
the land to support a greatly in- 
creased population. But if

tannica. 


The articles on taxation were 


written by Walter W. Heller, as- 
sistant to the director of Tax 
Research, U. S. "Department of the 
Treasury, and by Dr. Mabel New- 
comer, professor of economics at 
Vassar college. 


This rise, through two wars and 


seven presidential careers, means 
Americans are paying their var- 
ious governmental

\Var Changed Ratio 


As late as 1941 state and local 


taxes combined exceeded those of 
the federal government, but the 
financial demands of World war 
II quickly altered that ratio. 


Taxes levied by all the indivi- 


dual 48 states in 1941 totalled S4,- 
499,000,000, slightly less than the 
54,606,000,000 raised by lower gov- 
ernmental bodies. 
In that year 


the federal government collected 
57,818,000,000, or about 46 per 
cent of the total 1941 tax bill, 
which was $16,923,000,000. 


These figures alone were §3,- 


235,000,000 higher than the total 
1939 taxes, levied before Hitler's 
armies marched into Poland. Dur- 
ing the course of the second World 
war state and local government 
taxes were multiplied almost eight 
times. The 1939 and 1944 federal 
government taxes were respec- 
tivelyly 55,480,000,000 and 542,- 
128,000,000. 


Britain, Canada Follow 


The United States' policy of de- 


ficit spending, utilized in World 
war I and resumed under the ad- 
ministration of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, presaged similar methods of 
war financing utilized by Great 
Britain and Canada, another sec- 
tion of the Brittannica tax articles 
points out. 
In 1939 the United 


States collected in taxes only 57 
per cent of its actual expenditures 
while Canada collected in taxes 
83 per cent of its expenses, and

Traffic fa- 
talities in the first two months of 
ID 56 were 5,450, compared to 3,- 
7iid for the corresponding period 
in 1945.

Letter from Italy 


A letter has been received from 


Junior Lehman. Here is a para- 
graph from his letter: 


Sunday we rode all over in a 


jeep. 
We went to Naples first 


and then to Pompeii. That' city 
is 2,000 years old, but they found 
quite a few ideas of architecture 
and pleasures thr,t we try to use 
even today. The old ampitheater 
is well constructed, almost like a 
big stadium is today, and there 
are little stairways leading to 
the bleachers from 
all 
angles. 


Saw where they used to keep the 
animals before the fights and all, 
and it-was really interesting. We 
tried all afternoon to find the 
road leading to Mt. Vesuvius and 
about 6:30 we found the right 
one. It was almost dark when 
we started climbing by foot. 
I 


think-- it took about an hour to 
climb by foot, but it was worth 
it. I think the hole in the top 
where all the lava is boiling must 
be % of a mile in diameter, and it 
is very deep. The ground that we 
were standing on was so warm 
we could feel the heat through 
our shoes, so you can imagine 
just how hot that boiling lava is. 
They have built stone walls all 
down the sides to hold back the 
lava in case it erupts again. All 
the way up the road in the jeep 
we saw the rock that looked like 


a thick ir>ush hardened and just 
as smooth as could be in some 
places. About half way up We 
saw a little place in the side smok- 
ing and we put our hands there to 
see if it was smoke or steam, and 
it was smoke. We didn't leave 
our hands there very long. By the 
time we got to the top, Naples 
and new Pompeii were all lit up, 
and it looked really beautiful. The 
harbor of Naples is just about two 
miles away, too, so that made it 
even more beautiful.
